Sasscer and Dietz with orchids has demonstratea that orchids can 
be safely fumigated with one ounce of sodium cyanid in a 20-inch 
vacuum at an exposure of 40 minutes without injury, provided rea- 
sonably healthy plants are used; in fact, with healthy plants as 
strong a dose as four ounces of cyanid has been used under the 
same conditions without killing the plants. A month after treat- 
ment the plants so treated are making new growth, both roots and 
buds ’ ;
